Curtin: Berlin Sights ‘Tragic 


Mission To Sweden 


U. S. Rep. Willard S. Curtin, 
just returned from 
a five-day 
trip to Germany and Spain in 
company with U.S. Secretary of 
Commerce Luther Hodges, said 
today that he found West Berlin 
“full of tragic sights.” The Bucks- 
Lehigh Congressman spent sever­ 
al hours along the Iron Curtain. 


Congressman Curtin described 
scenes in which West Berliners 


stand at high vantage points per­ 
ched on ladders along the Com­ 
munist - build concrete wall sep­ 
arating East and West Berlin.

“ Across a 
stretch of 
space, 
standing forlornly and hopelessly 
on streets of East Berlin, are 
spotted relatives and friends —* 
often with tears streaming down 
their cheeks. 


“The wave back and forth fran­ 
tically and with alm ost frenzied 
desperation.” Curtin said. “They 
look at each other through field 
glasses. These exchanges are ar­ 
ranged by an exchange of mes­ 
sages through a well-organized 
‘underground’ system that man­ 
ages to circumvent the Commun­ 
ist.s’ regulations against free travel 
in the German capital.” 


Curtin flew into Berlin Friday 
night after arriving at Frankfurt 
earlier in the day following a 
seven - hour flight from New 
York. The U.S. party dined with 
General Lucius Clay, the special 
American representativc in the 
West Berlin, and received a “ very 
informative” fill-in on the mili­ 
tary situation. They then confer­ 
red with West Berlin Mayor Willie 


Brandt, whom Curtin described 
as “a vibrant personality.”

permitted the Reds to erect the

I felt it inevitable 
that when 60 top-echelon people of finance, busi­ 
ness, industry and government rub elbows for ten 
days with people of similar status in a country 
Ilk*' Sweden, something must give. Especially when 
these folks have discretionary authority to 
say 
“yes” and “no.” 


I was thinking, too, of the delightful change- 
of-pace weekend we had spent in Copenhagen, 
the Paris of Northern Europe and nearly as fas­ 
cinating as Paris itself. 


Everybody seem s to be having fun in Copen­ 
hagen. The Danes are friendly, outgoing. Cabarets, 
from the most sophisticated to the waterfront bis­ 
tros, are packed as people find release from crowd­ 
ed apartments and homes and have themselves a 
hall.
